By a margin of 19 to 17 the 
voters, 3632 in number, voted 
for Democratic candidates, 
with the sole exception of Mrs 
Edith Nourse Rogers, Congress- 
man of the Fifth Congressional 
District.

LEAVE DECEMBER FIRST 

A special meeting of the mem~- 
bers of the Congregational 
Church in Wilmington, held 
Monday evening, with tioderator 
Philip Buzzell presiding voted 
to accept the resignation of 
the minister, the Rev. Stanley 
Cummings. At his own request 
the members voted to allow him 
to leave on Dec. ist instead 
of on Dec, 15th,, as previous- 
ly requested. 


Mr. Cummings will then com~- 
mence his new duties as minis- 
ter of the Mary Lyon Congrega- 
tional Church in Buckland Mass 
The church also voted to ask 
the Woburm Association of Con- 
gregational Churches to make 
arrangements for dissolving 
the pastoral relation, an ac- 
tion made necessary by the 
fact that Mr. Cummings was in- 
stalled in the Wilmington 
Church by the Association in 
June 1948, 

Initial steps were taken to- 
ward the securing of a new mi- 
nister, as well as an interim 
minister for the period be- 
tween the two pastorates.

NEW HIGH SCHOOL ADDITION 
TO HAVE RADIO STATION 
Plans for the new High School 
addition include plans for a 
small radio station, to be op- 
erated by students of the 

school. 

The radio station, size as 
yet undetermined, will be in 
the workshop section of the 
new building, in the part be- 
hind the Roman House. It will 
be divided into two parts, by 
cages, one cage being for e- 
quipment and tools, and the 
other being for the radio set. 
Both cages will be about seven 
feet square, under the present 
plans. 

A rotary beam antanna is to 
be erected over the roof, with 
a height of about 40 feet, so 
as to offer good reception and 
sending strength, in spite of 
the nearby trees. It will be 
specially strengthened so as 
to withstand the full force of 
any hurricane which may strike 
it. 

The High School, at the pre- 
sent time, has a small but ac- 
tive Radio Club. 
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BOARD OF HEALTH ASKS 
FOR HEALTH CENTER 

The Board of Health, Monday 
evening, under the chairman- 
ship of Augustus C. Walker, 
drafted a letter to the Plan- 
ning Board, asking that plans 
for a Health Center be in- 
cluded in the Capital Outlay 
Planning. 

Pointing out the need of ex- 
pansion, and the limited space 
the Board told the Planning 
Board that the Well-Baby Cli- 
nics are now being held in 
churches and the Legion Hall 
and that other services of a 
similar nature ( eg Diphteria 
Clinics) were similarly ob- 
structed. 

There is a need, the Planning 
Board was told, for a labor- 
atory, which would cost about 
$4,000, but would ultimately 
save the town money, because 
several hundred dollars a year 
is being paid to the Town of 
Chelmsford for the use of 
their laboratory, in addition 
to travel costs. 

The Board pointed out that 
one of the needs of this town 
is an adequate health center 
and that the present facili- 
ties do nothing towards en- 
couraging physicians to move 
to Wilmington. 

The estimated cost of the 
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building, which would occupy 
about 1400 square feet, would 
be $21,000, Including the la- 
boratory the cost woutd be 

bout $25,000 the board stated.

SHOPPING CENTER NEWS

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AN OPEN LETTER TO ATTY 
WILLIAM H. SULLIVAN, OF LOWELL 
Dear Bill: 
I did not see you, on television, last 
Thursday night, but I have been told by too ma- 
ny persons of your statement about me to be a- 


ble to say they were dreaming. According to 
these persons you stated that Congresswoman 
Rogers appointed me Postmaster of North Wil- 
mington because I would be able to give ‘her’ fa- 
vorable publicity because I own the Town Crier, 
and that she did this in spite of the fact that 
two Veterans had also passed the Civil Service 
examination for Postmaster of North Wilmington. 

It has always been my policy to disregard 
any insidious remarks made about me, but when 
a person is falsely accused because of me I 
feel that that person should be entitled to 
having the truth told. 

In addition to this, you indirectly attacked 
my war record, of which I believe I have every 
reason to be proud. 

I did not wait for the Draft Board to call 
me, and thus acquire a halo of being a Veteran. 
I saw active duty, of the most hazardous kind 
from the day Hitler invaded Poland in 1939 to 
the end of the war. I was a Shipmaster, in the 
US Merchant Marine. I was at sea the day the 
war started, and I was at sea the day the war 
ended. 

Of all the people who served their country 
during World War II, the professional seamen 
had the greatest casualties, percentage wise. 
There were 50,000 professional seamen serving 
on American ships on the day of Pearl Harbor. 
Within one year 10%, over 5000, had laid down 
their lives, this while many people were still 
hoping that the draft board would not call them 

At the height of the submarine war, in Janu- 
ary 1943, I took, alone and unprotected, a ship 
load of TNT across the Atlantic. 8800 tons of 
TNT. I sailed as part of a cgnvoy of 56 ships, 
which shortly had to break up because of bad 
weather. Many of'.the ships returned to port.’ I 
and others did not, but kept on. 13 of those 
who kept on were torpedoed, but I was lucky. 

I was shortly thereafterwards transferred in 
to the Army Transport service, where I command- 
ed one of the larger troopships to sail the At- 
lantic. My ship was fortunate enough to be ra- 
ted the number one ship of its class, by the 
New York Port of Embarkation. 

It was not my choice that put me in command 
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New England weather's always changing 
And this keeps the folks alert 

But when the mercury starts sinking 
That is when it starts to hurt.

Between your budget and cost of fuel. 
of a troo ip, for I am a Reserve Officer of 
the United States Navy, with, at this moment, a 


total of 30 years service. It was a joint de- 
cision of the Army and the Navy that put me on 
that ship. It was there that they felt I could 
do the most good for my country. 

When Mrs. Rogers appointed me Postmaster of 
North Wilmington it was because I passed the 
Civil Service examination far above any of my 
competitors. One of those who tried, and failed 
suggested to the man who came out in number two 
position that a protest be made, because I was 
not a Veteran. This man refused, saying that he 
knew I had seen more action than perhaps any 
other person in Wilmington. 

As for Mrs Rogers wanting free publicity in 
my paper. 

I have had a rule, which is non-political, 
that any candidate who announces himself for 
public office will get one free story on the 
front page. Thereafter, if he wants news in the 
paper I own, he must do something in Wilmington 
for this paper is a Wilmington paper. 

In the campaign just now drawing to a close 
you were given a front page story. Not one word 
has been written about Mrs. Rogers.

The Wilmington Housing Authority is keenly 
aware of its problems. It met, Tuesday night, 
with the heads of every committee in town that 
will have any business with Urban Renewal. The 


meeting was not only cordial, but one which was 


designed to iron out any troubles that may e- 
xist. 

The Permanent Building Committee, the Board 
of Health, the Planning Board, the Board of 
Appeals, end Finance Committee are all working 
with the Housing Authority now, and Urban Re- 
newal is not vet dead,

Dr. Buck was sent out to Chi- 
cago by MIT to lecture to High 
School students on the advan- 
tages of a Science Course of 
Study. He spoke three times a 
day, for a full week, to 18 
different schools, in the area 
between Chicago and Lake For- 
est.
